- No, 1 know there are” ſome 
choice and good men amohgft''your men, that fear 
an Oath, and hate even the garments fpotred with 
the fleſh, who are (1 queſtion not? the credit and 
plory of our Engliſh Nation, in the eyes of Strangers 
at converſe with them. Nor yet do I think, that 
all that are wicked atnongſt rhem, are equally gvilry 
of all theſe evils; for though all that are graceleſs, 
be equally under the dominion of Original Cortuption, 
yet it follows not from thence, that/ therefore actual - 
fins muſt. reign alike in them - There 1s great diffe- 
rence, even among ungodly men themſelves, in this 
reſpe&t; which difference ariſeth from their various 
Cuſtoms, Conſtitutions, Abilities, Educations, and 
the different Adminiſtrations of the Spirit, in en- 
lightning, convincing , and putting checks upon 
| Conſcience : For though God be . not the Author, 
yet he is the Orderer of fin. And this makes a great 
diſparity, eyen among, wicked \men themſelves. 
Some are perſons of good Morals , though not 
Gracious Principles, which produce a civil and ſober, 
though not a holy and a religious Life. And 0- 
thers, though they live ia ſome one of theſe Luſts, 
yet are not guilty of ſome others of them. For jt 
s$ with Original Corruption, juſt as it is with the 
fap of the Earth, which though it be the matter of 
all kind of Fruits, yet in ſome ground it ſorts better 
with one grain than with another : And ſo in Plants, 
In 6ne tree it becomes a Apple, in another a Cherry ; 
even ſo it 1s with this Original Corruption : In one 
Man it runs moſt into Swearing, in andther into 
Uticleanneſs, in a third into Drunkennefs. - Luſt is

- Chriſtianity could once glory in 
its profeſſors: Tertulian faith of the Primitive 
Chriſtians, They fat not down before they prayed, 
they <at no more than might ſuffice hunger, they 
drank no more than was ſufficient for remperate 
men; -they did ſo eat and- drink, as thoſe that re- 
membred they muſt Pray afterward, But now it 
may bluſh to behold ſuch beaſtly ſenſualiſts adorn- 
ing themſelves with its name, and ſheltring them-

And amongſt thoſe that profeſs Chriſtianity, how 
ordinarily is this fin committed by Sea-men ?_This 
inſatiable Dropſie is a'Dileaſe that reigns eſpecially 
arnong;the inferiour and ruder fort of them.. Soine 
of them have gone aboard drunk, and laid the

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viitidation of their Voyage- in ſin. O what a pre- 
ration is this ! They know not whether ever they

In the He- 
brew Jt is, He ſhall be diſinherited, or diſpoſeſſed. 
It doth not only diſpoſſeſs a man of his Reaſon , 
which 1s a rich and fair inheritance given to him by 
God, but it alſo diſpoſſeſſes him of his eſtate: ir 
waltes all that either the provident care of thy 
Progenitors, or the blefling of God upon thine own 
. induſtry, hath obtained for thee. ' And how will 
this ſting like an Adder, when thou ſhalt conſider 
it?
